Sheriff Dallas Hardwick stated 
today th a t there was apparent­ 
ly a tendency for motorists u n­ 
fortu nate enou g h to g et in au to­ 
mobile accidents, and also for 
residents who hav e su ffered loss 
of property by theft, to forg et 
to report su ch m atters to his 
office or to the city police. 
In both cases m atters are often 
simplified by the indiv idu als ef­ 
fected reporting at once to du ly 
constitu ted au thorities. 
In the case of au tomobile ac­ 
cidents, those where either peo­ 
ple are h u rt or there is consid­ 
erable damag e to property , the 
law of the State requ ires, w her­ 
ev er possible th a t officers be no­ 
tified. To report su ch m atters 
to officers g iv ing name, address, 
time, place and natu re of acci­ 
dent often prev ents later m isu n­ 
derstanding s and reliev es the 
dang er of later accu sation of v i­ 
olation of the statu te concern­ 
ing leav ing the scene of an acci­ 
dent w ithou t repotting . 
Practically 
alway s 
in 
su ch 
cases the sheriff or his depu ty 
will make a trip to the scene of 
the accident. In this case they 
can often be of serv ice in the 
emerg ency , helping dispose of 
the inju red, clearing the road

THE NATION’S FOOD BASKET 
“From 1607 until 1935 — a span of 328 years — 
America fed herself,” says the United States 
News. 
“From the late 1600’s until 1935, America, after 
feeding herself, had something left over for the 
rest of the world. 
* “But in 1935, with her cupboard getting bare, 
America turned to other countries of the world 
for foodstuffs needed to feed her people.” 
This change in the matter of food imports has 
been one of the most remarkable and important 
occurrences of the last few years. In 1933, for 
example, we consumed 618.000,000 bushels of 
wheat at home and had 53.500,000 bushels left 
over for export. In 1935 (that is, the period from 
August 31, 1934, to August I, 1935), domestic 
wheat consumption was 632,000,000 bushels, of 
which 28,000,000 bushels represented imports, and 
there were no exports from this country. In 1933 
we exported a surplus of 144.000,000 bushels of 
corn — in 1935 we were forced to import 34,- 
500.000 bushels. In 1933, 1.870,000 bushels of sur­ 
plus rye left American ports for foreign shores 
— in 1935 the process was reversed, and 11,000,- 
000 bushels came here from abroad. An export 
surplus of 675,000,000 pounds of lard was turned 
into a lack of 12.000,000 pounds two years later. 
And where, in 1933, we exported 300,000,000 
pounds of pork, about 6,000.000 pounds were im­ 
ported in 1935. 
Two reasons are commonly given for this con­ 
dition. First, the 1934 drouth, worst in American 
history, wiped out a large part of several major 
crops. Grains were especially affected - - every 
bushel of wheat in some of our richest farming 
areas was destroyed by the weather. The 1934 
corn crop was almost 1,000,000,000 bushels under 
normal. 
Second, the Administration’s production con-

trol program, as laid down by the AAA, has been 
an extremely potent influence in changing us 
from a food exporting to a food importing na­ 
tion. In 1933, the Government paid $40,000,000 
to farmers to kill 6,000,000 small pigs. It paid an­ 
other $100,000,000 to kill hogs and cattle during 
the drouth of 1934. And, finally, it paid farmers 
$300,000,000 more for agreements not to raise so 
many hogs. 
Effect of all this upon the consumer is best seen 
in the case of pork products, both fresh and 
cured.

8 (ZP) — Formal 
charges of im p eachm ent against 
Jam es H. Carr, secretary of state* 
were d rafted tod ay by a com m it­ 
tee from the Colorad o hou se of 
rep resentativ es which last night 
shattered state p reced ent to im ­ 
p each the 35-y ear-old official. 
Carr, head of the state liq u or 
licensing d ep artm ent, was ac­ 
cu sed of malfeasance of office 
as the resu lt of charges brou ght 
ou t in an inv estigation. 
The im p eachm ent resolu tion, 
ap p rov ed 48 to 15, was the first 
ev er v oted in the state’s 59 -y ear- 
old history . 
Gov . Ed C. Johnson, who called 
the sp ecial session to consid er 
action against Carr, d eclared the 
v ote “a v ictory for honest gov ­ 
ernm ent.” 
“This is ju st the first rou nd ,” 
said Carr, “I ex p ect to obtain a 
fair trial in the senate.” 
Both Gov ernor Johnson and 
Secretary Carr are Democrats. 
There are 49 Democrats and 15 
Rep u blicans in the hou se. 
Among the IO alleged acts the 
fiv e-man inv estigating com mit­ 
tee sty led as “sp ecifications of 
official cond u ct” was one in 
which the official was accu sed of 
consp iring 
with
